transfer one of its present sub-divisions, Karimgunge, to Cachar. It is 


really surprising to find that the Deputy Commissioner, Mr. Johnson, who 
once so strongly deprecated the proposal, has now turned round and warmly 
advocates it. The objection that the local extent of Sylhet is too large to 
be efficiently administered ty one Deputy Commissioner appears trivial, 
considering that Mymensingh and Midnapore, each of which is larger than 
Sylhet, is successfully governed by one Magistrate. ven if it were con- 
sidered desirable to divide Sylhet, on the ground of its being a very large 
district, it could never be advisable to so divide it after transferring the sub- 
division of Karimgunge, which is nearly a third of the whole district, to 
Cachar. The necessity of division would in that case cease to exist. The 
inhabitants of Karimgunge are extremely unwilling to be placed under the 
jurisdiction of Cachar. This would, in their opinion, be a retrograde measure. 
It is to be hoped the Government of India will not sanction the proposal. 
2. The Navavibhakar, of the 18th November, publishes in the course 
Discussion on the subject of local Of an article the substance of the discussion 
self-government in the Indian Legis- which took place in the Indian Legislative 
oe Council on the Central Provinces Local Self- 
government Bill. The editor is much gratified to find, from the remarks 
made by Lord Ripon on the occasion, that that Bill is not to be regarded as 
amodel for the legislative enactments that will be required for the other 
provinces in connection with this subject. As stated by the Viceroy, the 
legislative measures required for each province should be determined by the 
peculiar circumstances of each. Now that the Government of India has 
indicated the main principles that should underlie the different schemes of 
local self-eovernment, it should not really be a matter of difficulty to draw 
up these schemes in a liberal spirit, and with due regard to local circum- 
stances. The Lieutenant-Governor of Bengal is yet collecting opinions and 
gaining experience. But there ought not to be more delay in initiating 
legislation for Bengal. | 
3. We extract the following observations from an article in the same 
Government and the graduates of Paper :—Government and Government officers 
the Calcutta University. are frequently found to remark that the 
number of graduates has now so largely increased that it is not possible to 
provide all of them with sufficiently remunerative appointments, that failure 
to obtain appointments to the public service begets discontent, and that 
consequently it has now become desirable to restrict the sphere of high 
education, otherwise there will be dissatisfaction among the people of India. 
Lord Lytton even went further and said that the graduates would seem to 
believe that, inasmuch as Government has given them an education, it is 
bound to confer on them good appointments, It will not require much 
trouble to prove that. Lord Lytton’s statement is utterly untrue. Such a 
belief as that referred to might have existed at the time the University was 
founded, but that people now seek high education solely in the expectation 
of obtaining Government appointments is an idea which could only find 
favour with men like the late imaginative Viceroy. It is flot, of course, 
the case that the people of India pursue learning cee | for the sake of 
learning ; perhaps it would be no exaggeration to say that there are hardly 
any students in any country who pursue knowledge merely for its own 
sake. Even when the student is pursuing his studies, a desire to earn 
€ competence in his after-years not unoften finds a place in his heart. 
But it is not always that appointment to the Government service is desired

for this purpose, though it must be admitted that, owing to the prospect it 
holds out of promotion and pension, Government service is more valued than 
service under private parties, or any independent profession. Government hag 
not up to this time exerted itself sufficiently to provide graduates with 
appointments ; and there is still in the various departments of the adminis. 
tration and different Government offices ample room for their services, 
The writer then gives a summary of the figures contained in a recent paper 
contributed to the Hindu Patriot, by Baboo Krishna Chandra Raya, shewing 
the number of graduates employed in the different offices under Government 
as compared with the total number of appointments at the disposal of 
those offices. 

4. The Halisahar Prakdshikd, of the 18th November, observes that 
Lord Ripon is a model ruler. His Excel- 
lency has become exceedingly popular in 
India by his efforts to benefit the people. He is sincere and his professions 
agree with his practice. The writer then refers in terms of commendation 
to the recent Resolution of Government on the subject of the remission of 
land revenue during periods of distress and the veto put by Lord Ripon 
upon the recent Abkari Bill of the Bombay Government. 

5. The Bangabdsi, of the 18th November, regrets to hear that the 
Secretary of State has proposed to reduce by 
one the number of agricultural scholarships 
offered every year by the Government of Bengal. It is to be hoped 
Mr. Rivers Thompson will not support this proposal which, if carried out, 
will inflict a loss upon Bengal. | 

6. The same paper remarks that, as it must be almost impossible for 
the Director of Public Instruction, who is a 
European, to efficiently administer the educa- 
tional affairs of this country without the advice and assistance of competent 
native gentlemen, it is desirable that he should be assisted by an Educational 
Council. Care should, however, be taken to see that no ‘“‘ Rajahs” or 
‘“* Maharajahs”, who usually mar the usefulness of councils and committees, 
are allowed any voice in the deliberations of the proposed council. Another 
se is—there is no need of entertaining a staff of highly paid European 

nspectors. Inspectorships carrying lower salaries may with advantage be 
conferred upon natives. They are well able to inspect zillah schools—the 
highest institutions that are at present open to inspection. These native 
inspectors might with advantage be deputed to Europe and America 
for at least a period of two years to study the system of education in those 
countries. The European Inspectors possess very little knowledge of Bengali 
and fail lamentably in the task of selecting text-books for schools. For 
this portion of their work they now mainly depend upon their clerks. 
Deputy and Sub-inspectors are not always appointed with care. Their pay 
should be increased, and means used, by the establishment of a system of 
porvasiene educational councils, and of libraries, to secure their improve- 
ment.

Se aieahaed cultural Banks:”—There can be no dovbt 
that the proposed measure, if carried out, will prove exceedingly beneficial. 
If it is efficiently carried out, improvement in the condition of the agri- 
culturists will speedily take place. There are, however, two features of 
the scheme which require to be attended to with particular care; namely, 
(1) it is necessary to enquire very carefully into the circumstances which 
lead the cultivators to ask for loans, and (2) a careful valuation of the 
property offered for mortgage. If these matters are properly attended to, 
neither Government, nor the agriculturists will be put to loss.

The Editor does not consider it 
desirable that there should be a Conservative Governor under a Liberal 
Ministry, or a Liberal Governor under a Conservative Ministry. The sugges- 
tion is therefore put forth that the following six high appointments in India 
should always be conferred upon men who happened to belong to the 
party in power. The appointments are those of (1) the Viceroy, (2) the 
Governor of Madras, (3) the Governor of Bombay, (4, 5, and 6) the 
Lieutenant-Governors of Bengal, North-Western Provinces, and the Punjab.
